So that, not knowing 
how to get out of theſe Streights: 
Renounce, ( ſaid I to him!) 
Why, Sir, need 1 Renounce any 
thing? Truly, (reply'd he) there 
1s need enough ; and ſo much 
need, that we muſt begin with 
that Point firſt: I know not 
whether :or- no. you can reſolve 
*btpon itz. but I know very wel), 
. that wiſdom does not inhabit a 
Body 4ubje& to Sin, no more, 
than at enters into a Soul, -pre- 
poſſefled with Error or Malice. 
The $4ge5: will never admit you 
into their Society, 1f you do not 
Renounce from this very preſent, 
a Thing which cannot ſtand 1n 
Compe- 
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Competition with Wiſdom. You 
muſt (added he, ſtooping down, 


and whiſpering in my Ear) You 


nit Renounce all Carnal Commerce 
with Women, - 

I could not- forbear bending 
out into a fir of Laughter at this 
pleaſant Propoſition. Well Sir, 
(cryed I!) you have quitted me 
for a very ſma!l Matter: I had 
thought, that you would have 
propoſed to me ſome ſtrange Re- 
nunciation ; but fince 1t is only 
Women, [ aſſure you, that Work 
1S long. ſmce done. I am very 
Chaſt ( God be thanked!) Never- 
theleſs, Sir, in regard that S9o- 
208 Was Wiler than I, it may 
be, {hall ever be, and that all 
his Wiſdom could not hinder him 
trom being Corrupted by them. 
I beſcech 3 you teil me, what Ex- 
pedient you Gentlemen take, 
to keep you from this Sex? And, 
what Inconvenience there would 


th be, 
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be, if in the Philoſophers Paradice, 
every Adam had his Eve. 

There you ask great Matters, 
(reply'd he, conſulting with' oy 
fel it he ſhould Anſwer my 
ſtion or not ) but yet ſince I ſe 4 
that you deſert women without a- 
ny Trouble, I ſhall tell you one 
of the Reaſons, which have ob- 
| liged the Sazes to impole this 
Condition on their Diſciples ; 
.and from thence you will know 
tn what Ignorance all thoſe Live, 
who are not of our Number. 

When you ſhall be enrolled a- 
mongſt <> Children of Philoſo- 
phy, and that your Eyes ſhall be 
Fortityed by the uſe of our Sa- 
cred Medicine ; you ſhall imme- 
diatly diſcover, that the Elements 
are inhabited by moſt Perfect 
Creatures ; from the Knowledge 
and Commerce of whom, the Sin 
of the Unfortunate Adam, has ex- 


cluded all his too Cohappy Po- 
lterity. 
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ſterity. This immenſe Space, 
which is between the Earth, and 
the Heavens, has more Noble In- 
habitants, than Bzrds and Flyes : 
This vaſt Ocean has alſo other 
Troops, beſides Dolphins and 
whales: The Profoundity of the 
Earth, 1s not only for Moles; And 
the Element of Fire, ( more No- 
ble than the other Three) was 
not made to be Unprofitable and 
Voyd. 

The Air is full of an innu- 
merable Multitude of People, ha- 
ving Human Shape, fomewhat ' 
Fierce in appearance, bur Tract- 
able upon experience: Great Lo- - 
vers of the Sciences, Subtil, OF 
fcious to the Saves, and En2mies 
to Sots and Iznorants. Their 
Wives, and their Daughters have 
a kind of Maſculine Beauty, ſuch 
as we deſcribe the Amaz2zs to 
have. How Sir, (cryed I!) Would 
you perſwade me, that theſz 

GY Fiends 
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Fiends you ſpeak of, are Marry- 
ed. 

Be not ſo Fierce, my Son, (re- 
ply'd he) for 1o ſmall a Matter: 
Believe whatſoever I tell you, 
to be Solid and true. 7 am mak- 
ing known nothing to you, but the 
Principles of the Antient Cabal ; 
and there needs nothing more to 
juſtify them, than that you ſhould 
believe your own Eyes : But re- 
ceive with a Meek Spirit, the 
Light which God ſends you by 
my y Interpoſition. Forget all that 
- you may have heard touching 
theſe Matters, in the Schools of 
the Ignorants: whereat you will 

e diſpleaſed, when you ſhall be 
convinced by Experience, and be 
obliged to difown, what former- 
Iy you had a good Opinion of to 
no purpoſe. 

Liſten then to the End; and 
know, that the Seas and Rivers 
are Inhabited, as well as the << = 
be 
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The -Antient Sazes have called 
theſe kind of People UYndians or 
Nymphs. They have but few 
Males amongſt them; but the 
Women are there 1n great Num- 
bers: Their Beauty is marveÞ 
lous : and the Daughters of Men 
have nothing in them, - compara- 
ble to theſe. 

The Earth 1s filled almoſt to 
the Center with Gzomes or Pha- 
ryes: a People of {mall Stature ; 
the Guardians of Treaſures, of 
Mines, and of Precious Stones. 
They are Ingenious, Friends of 
Men, and eaſie to be command- 
ded. They furniſh the Children 
of the Sages with as much Mo- 
ney, as they have need of; aad 
neyer ask any other Reward of 
their Services, than the Glory of 
being Commanded. The Gzo- 
mides or Wives of theſe Gnomes 
or Pharyes, are Little, but very 
C2 HanJ- 
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Handſom ; and their Habit mar- 
vellouitly Curious. 

As for the Salamazders, the In- 
habitants of the Region of Fre : 
They ſerve the Ph:/ofophers, but 
they ſeck not for their Company 
with any great Eagerneſs; and 
their Wives and Daughters will 
rarely be ſeen. They do wilely, 
(interrupted I) and for my ſhare, 
I ſhall excuſe their Appearing to 
me. Why ſo, (aid the Conrt ?) 
Why, Sir, (reply'd 1?) What 
Pufineſs can I have, to Converſe 
with ſo ugly a Creature as a $4- 
{amianzder, be it either Male or Fe- 
male? You are miſtaken, ( an- 
ſwered he) that is the 7dea,which 
the ignorant Painters and Sculp- 
ters have given them: The 
Wives of the Salamanders are Fair ; 

nay, rather more Fair, than all 
others, ſeeing they are of a purer 
Element. But I forbear to ſpeak 
more of that, and ſhall give 
but 
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but a flight Deſcription of theſe 
People; becauſe you ſhall ſee 
them your ſelf, at your Leaſure ; 
and that wery eafily too, if you 
have the Curioſity for it. You 
ſhall fee their Habits, their Diet, 
their Manners, their Policy, and 
theirAdmirable Laws. You will be 
Charmed more, with the Beauty 
of their Wit, than that of - their 
Body: Yet you cannot chooſe, 
but be grieved for theſe poor 
Wretches, when they ſhall tell 
-you, . That their $94 is Mortal ; 
-and that they have no Hope of 
enjoying Eternal Happyneſs, and 
of the Supreme Being, which 
they acknowledge, and Religi- 
oully 'adore. They will tell us, 
That being Compoſed of the 
moſt-pure Parts of the Elements, 
which they inhabit ; and not ha- 
ving in them any contrary Qua- 
lities, ſeeing they are made but 
of one Element, they Dye not but 
C 4 aſter 
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after many Ages: But Alas! What 
is ſuch a Time, in reſpect of E- 
ternity ? They muſt Eternally re- 
ſolve into their Nothing.  - This 
Conſideration does ſorely affliict 
them; and we have Trouble e- 
nough, to comfort them concern- 
Ing it. | 
Our Fathers, the Philoſophers, 
ſpeaking to God Face to Pace, 
complained to him of the Un- 
happyneſs of theſe People; and 
God, whole Mercy 1s without 
bounds, revealed to them, that 
it was. not Impoſſible to find out 
a Remedy for this Evil. He: in- 
 tpired them, that by the fame 
Means as Man, by the Alliance 
which he Contrated with -God, 
has been made Partakers of the 
Divinity : The Sy/phs,the Gnomes, 
the Nymphs, and the Salamanders, 
by the Alliance - which they 
might Contra&t with Man, might 
be made Partakers 'of Immoerta- 
lity. 
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lity. So a She-Nymph, or a 'Syt- 
phide becomes Immortal, and ca- 
pable of the Bleſſing to which 
we aſpire, when they ſhall be ſo 
happy as to be married toa Sage; 
a Gnome, Or a Sylphe ceaſes to be 
Mortal, from the moment that 
he Eſpouſes one of our Daugh- 
ters. 

Hence aroſe the Frror of the 
former Ages, of Tertullian, of 
Tuſtin Martyr, of Lattantins, C7- 
prian, Clemens Alexandrinus, A- 
thenagoras the Chriſtian ' Philoſo- 
pher; and generally, of all the 
Writers of that time. They had 
learnt, that theſe Elementary Demt- 
en, had endeavored a Commerce 
with Maids; and they have 
from thence imagined, that the 
Fall of the Azgels had not hap- 
nened, but for the Love which 
they were touched with after 
women. Certain. Gnomes, defirous 
of . becoming Immortal, had a 
C 5 mind 
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mind to gain the good AﬀeCti- 
ons of our Daughters; and had 
brought abundance of Precious 
Stones, of which they are the 
Natural Cuardians: And theſe 
Authors, telying on the Book of 
Enoch, which they mikunder- 
ſtood, thought that it was the 
Attempt which theſe Amorous 
Angels had oftered to the Cha- 
ſity of our Wives. In the Be- 
oinning, theſe Children of Hea- 
Ver begat Famous Gyazts, by 
making themſelves beloved by 
the Daughters of Men.: And the 
il Cabta'! "Iſts, Toſephus and Philo, 
(as ail the Jews are ignorant ) 
and after them all the other 4#- 
thors, which I have juit now na- 
med, as well as Origen and 1a- 
crobiuis, have ſaid, that they were 
Angels; and have not known, - 
that they were the Sy/phes, and 
other. People of the Elemerts ; 
& that under the Name of the chil- 
| aren 
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 aren of Elohim, are diſtinguiſh- 
ed: from the Children» -of Men. 
Likewiſe, that which. the Sage 
Saint Auguſtine, has had the Mo- 
delty to leave undetermined, 
tenching. the Purſuits which. thoſe 
called Faunes or Satyrs, made 
after the Africans of his time,. 1s 
cleared by that which I have 
now alledged, of the Deſire which 
all: theſe E/emeptary. -Jnhabitants 
have, of Allying themſelves to 
Men; as the only' means” tO at- 
tain to the Immortality which 
they have not... | 
No, no: Our "$4905. have, ne- 
yer Err'd . as to. attribute-the 
Fall, of the firſt Ages,” to their 
Love -of-- Women, no. more. than 
they have:.put. Men. under. the 
| Power -of-;the: Devi! , by 1mput- 
10g all' the. Adventures of the 
 Nymphs. and Syiphs. to: him, - of 
which the Hiſtorians ſpeak 1o 
largely.

Superſtition - for the familiarity 
of .the Genius's, -no more than 
for the People of whom we 
ſpeak. KY 

The Cabaliſtes do nothing, but 
by the Principles of Nature : And 


-1f there. are ſometimes found in 


our Books certain ftrange: wards, 


charaQers,, or Fumigations, :'*tis 
but to' conceal the Philoſophical 


Principles fromthe Ignorant. Ad- 


mire the ' Sirpplicity 'of :Nature, 


in all her moſt -marvellaus .Ope- 
rations! And in this Smplicity, 
a "Harmony, and Agreement fo 
great, ſo juſt, and ſo neceſſary, 


that 1t will make you return back, 


1: deſpite.of your ſelf, from.your 


weak 
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weak Imaginations. That which 
I am now going about to tell 
you, we teach thoſe of our Dit- 
ciples, which we will not let al- 
together enter into the Sanctuary 
of Nature ; and whom we will 
nevertheleſs, not utterly deprive 
of the Society of the Elementary 
People, meerly out of the com- 
paſhhon which we have for theſe 
poor wretches. 
The Salamaniers (as you have 
already, perhaps, comprehended) 
are Compoſed of the mot fub- 
tile Parts of the Sphere of Fre, - 
conglobated and organiz'd by the 
Action of the Univerſal Fzre, 
(concerning which, I ſhall one 
day entertain you further) ſo cal- 
led, becauſe it is principal of all 
the Motions of Nature. | 
The Sylphes in like manner, 
are Compoſed of the' pureſt A- 
tomes of the Air: The Om 
Tor p 
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of the moſt delicate parts of the 
Water: and the Gzowes of the {ubt- 
leſt parts of the Earth. There was 
a great Proportion betwixt Adam, 
and theſe ſo perfect Creatures ; 
becauſe they being compoſed of 
that which was moſt pure 
in the four Elements; He 
comprehended the perfections of 
theſe four ſorts of People, and 
was their Natural King. But 
ſince the time that his ſin pre- 
Eipitated him into the. Excre- 
ments of the Elements, (as you 
ſhall-ſee hereafter) the Harmo- 

ny was diſordered, and : there 
was no more proportion, he be- 
ing become 1mpyre, and Dull, in 
reſpe& of theſe ſubſtances ſo 
pure and ſo. ſubtil. What re- 
medy for this evil ? How. ſhall 
we Temount this throne, and 
recover this loſt Soveraignty ? 
© Nature ! Why do they ſtudy 
thee lo little? Do you not com- 
prehend 
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prehend my Son, with what ſim- 
plicity nature can render fo 
man the Goods which he has 
loſt ? Pap: 

Alas ! Sir (reply'd D I am. ve- 
ry ignorant in all theſe, fimpli- 
cities, you ſpeak of. And yet 
(purſued he) it is very eaſie to 
become knowing in them. 

It we would recover that Em- 
pire over the Salamanders : we 
muſt purifie and exalt the Ele- 
ment of Fire which 1s 1n us, and 
raiſe up the tone of this ſlackned 
itring, we need do zo more, but 
concenter the Fire of the World 
by Concave Mirrours in a Globe 
of Glaſs. And herein, is 
that great piece of Art which 
all the Ancients have ſo Relig 
ouſly concealed, and which the 
Divine Theophraſius has diſcove- 
red. There 1s formed in this 
Globe a Solar powder, which 
being purified by it {clf from the 
Vaxture 
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Mixture of other Elements ; and 
being prepared according to art, 
becomes in a very little time, 
Soveraignly proper to exalt the 
Fire which 1s in us, and make 
us become (according to our 
Phraſe) of a Fiery Nature. From 
that time the inhabitants of the 
Sphere of Fire become our infer1- 
ors, and raviſht to ſee our mu- 
tual Harmony re-ſtabliſht, and 
that we once more approach to 
them : They have all the kindneſs 
for us which they have for their 
own Species, all the reſpe& which 
they owe to the Image and to 
the Lieutenant of their Creator ; 
_ and all the concern which may 
make evident in them, the delire 
of obtaining by us, the 1mmorta- 
lity which they want. "Tis true, 
that as they are moxe ſubtil than 
thoſe of the other Elements, they 
live a very long time, ſo they 
are not yery forward, to impor- 
tune 
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tune the Sages to make [them 
immortal. You may accommo- 
date your ſelf with one of thele, 
if the averſion which you have 
witneſſed to me laſt not with 
you to the end : perchance, ſhe 
| will never ſpeak to you of that 
| which you fear ſo much. 

It will not be ſo with the $7/phs, 
the Gnomes, and the Nymphs ; For 
they living a leſs time, have more 
need of us : and fo their famili- 
arity is more ealie to obtain, 
You need but ſhut up a glaſs fill'd 
with Cong'obated Air, Water, 
or Earth, and expoſe it to the 
Sun for a month ; Then ſeparate 
the Element according to art, 
which is very eaſie to do, if it 
be Earth or Water. 'Tis a mar- 
vellous thing to fee, what a ver- 
tue every one of theſe purified 
Elements have to attract the 
Nymphes, Sylphs, and Gnomes. In 
taking but never ſo little,eve Tour: 

or 
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for about a month together, one 


| ſhall ſee 1n the Air the volant Re-_ 
publique of the $y/phs; The 


Nymphes come in {hoales up the 
Rivers,and the Guardians of Irea- 
{ures, preſenting you with their 
riches. Thus without Characters, 
without Ceremonies, without Bar- 
barous words, you become abſo- 
lute Maſter over all theſe people. 
They require no worſhip of the 
Sages, ſince they know well &- 
nough that he is nobler than they. 
Thus venerable Nature teaches 
her Children how to repair the 
Elements by the Elements. Thus 
15 Harmony re-eſtabliſhed. Thus 
man recovers his natural Empire, 
and can do all things in the Ele- 
ments, without Demon, or uniaw- 


. ful art. Thus you ſee, my Son, 


that the Sages are more innocent 

than you thought. You ſay no- 
thing to me —— 

I adnure Sir (aid Þ and I be- 

; C11 
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gin to fear, that you will make 
me become a Chymiſt. Ah ! 
God preſerve thee from that, my 
Child, (cryed he) Tis not to 
theſe fooleries that your Nativity 
deſigns you, I will warrant you 
on the contrary, from being 
troubled about that: I told you 
already, That the Sages ſhew not 
theſe things, but to thoſe whom 


they will not admit into their 
Society. You ſhall have all theſe 


Advantages, and others infinitely 


more Glorious, and more Plea- + 
fant, by wayes cleerly more Phy- 
loſophical. T had not deſcribed 
theſe Methods to you, but to let 
you ſee the Innocence of this 
Phyloſophy, and to take you out 
of theſe Panick Fears. 

I thank God, Sir, (anſwered I) 
I am not at preſent, in any fuch 
Fear as I was even now. And 
although I do not yet reſolve up- 
ontheAccommodation,which you 
pro- 
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-poſe-to me-with the Selamanders - 
T:cannot refrain from having the 
Curioſity to learn how you have 
diſcovered, that theſe Nymphs, 
.and theſe $y/phs Dye? Truly (re- 
plyed he)- they tell us ſo, and 
we ſee them Dye. How, (laid 
I) Can you ſee them Dye, and 
yet your Commerce renders them 
Immortal ? That would be well, 
(purſued he) if the Number of 
the [Sages equalled the Number 
of theſe People : Belides that, there 
- are many amongſt them, who 
Tather choole to Dye, than ha- 
zZard by becoming Immortal, the 
being ſo unhappy as they ſee 
the Devils are.

And that Thou keepeſt the De- 
ils Priſoners under the Earth, 1a 
Tormenting Darkneſs? This Cu- 
riolity, ſomewhat-Blame-worthy, 
of colleftins on © this manner,

Petrus Aponius, Pomponacins, Le- 
Ulnins, Sirenins, and Lucilins Va- 
inns, are infinitly pleaſed to have 
found this Defe&t in any of the 
Antients, All theſe pretended 
great Wits, who when they 
ipeak of Divine things, rather 
lay what they defire, than 
what they know; they will not 
allow any thing Supernatural to 
be in Oracles, for fear of acknow- 
ledging ſomething above man, 
They are 1o afraid, to have a 
Ladder made tiem to Climb up. 
ro God; that they dare not ac- 
knowledge by degrees, theſe 
Spiritual Creatures : they rather 
chooſe to build one, to Deſcend 
by it into. nothing. Inſtead of 
rTaiſeing themfelves up towards 
Heaven, they Creep down into 
the Earth : and inſtead of mans 
{ecarching among the a6 

C- 
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Beings, for the Cauſe of theſe 
Tranſports, which carry him 
above himlelf, and make him 
in a manner a Divinity, they 
weakly Attribute to 1impower- 
ful Exhalation, This force - of 
penetrating into what 1s to come, 
of diſcovering things con- 
ceal'd, and Advancins himſelf 
up, even to the higheſt Secrets 
of the Divine Eſſence. 

Such is the miſery of Man, 
when the Spirit of Contradicti- 
on, and Humor of thinking con- 
trary to others, does poſſeſs him ! 
Far oft from attaining his Ends, 
he runs himlelf into a miſt, and 
loles himſelf. Theſe LZzbertines 
will not lubje& men toSubſtances, 
leſs material than himſelf, and 
yet, ſubject him to an Exhala- 
tion: And without conſidering 
that there 1s no parallel between 
this Chymerice Þ Smoke, and the 
Soul of man, between this Va- 
pour 
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pour and future things, between 
this frivolous Cauſe, and thelſc 


miraculous Effecs. It ſuffices them 


to be 1ingular, to believe, that 
they are reaſonable ; *Tis enough 
for them to deny Spirits, and 
allo to uphold the power of 
them. 

Then does ſingularity ſo much 
diſpleaſe you, Sir ? (interrupted I) 
Ah my Son! (faid he to me) 
*Tis the Peſt of good ſenſe, 
and the {fiunmbling-block of the-. 
greateſt Wits. riitotle as great 
a Lozician as he was, knew not 
how to avoid this infeCtion, or 
phantaſy of ſingularity, much 
leſs thole whom it works up- 
on as violently as him ; He could 
not avoid (11{ay) puzling himlelf, 
nor knew he how to get clear 
again. He ſays in his Book of The 
Generation of Animalls, and in his 
Morals, That the Wit and Un- 
derſtanding of a man comes to 
him 
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- him from without, and that it 


cannot come to us from our Fa- 
ther, and by the ſpirituality of 
the operations of our Soul, he 
concludes, that it 15 of another 
nature, than this material com- 
poſition which it Animates, and 
whereof the groſeneſs does but 
cloud the ſpeculations, not at all 
contributing to their Production. 
Blind Ariſtotle! fince that accor- 
ding to your fenſe, our materi- 
al Compoſition cannot be the 
{ource of our ſpiritual Thoughts, 
what do you mean, that a weak 
Exhalation, can be the cauſe of 
moſt ſublime Thoughts, and of 
the Raptures wherewith the P/y- 
thians were ſeized, when they 
thus gave out their Oracies, You 
may eaſily ſee (my Child) that 
this great Wit Came ſhort; and 
that his Singularity was the 
Cauſe of it. You reaſon very 
juſtly, Sir, (faid 1 to him, be- 

| | ing 
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ing infinitly pleaſed to hear at laſt, 
that he ſpake very good Senle ; 
and hoping Folly was not- an 
incureable evil) 1 would to God 
that 

Plutarch,though otherwiſe ſolid, 
(continued he, interrupting me) 
in his Dialogue, 1s ſorry, that 
the Oracles were Ceas'd. He 


Objects convincing reaſons, 


which he leaves unreſolved. 
Why does he not anſwer, to 
what is ſaid? That if it be an 
Exhalation, which is cauſe 
of this Tranſport, all thoſe who 
approach the. Prophetick Tripos, 
would be ſeized with an Ernthu- 
ſaſme ; and not one Maid only,and 
ſhe alſo muſt be a Virgin. But 
how could this Voice make. an 
Articulate Sound, through the 
Belly * Moreover, this Exhala- 
tion 15 a Natural Cauſe, and. of 
neceſſity, muſt work its Effe&t 
regularly, and. always; Why

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then is not this Maid inſpir'd, 
but then when ſhe is conſulted ?

I admire Pomponacins, Lucilins, 
and other Libertines, for having 
taken this Idza of Platarch, and 
left the manner whereby he ex- 
plains it. He ſpake more Judici- 
ouſly, than C:cero and Ariſtotle, 
as being a Man of good Reaſon: 
But not knowing what to- con- 
clude of all thele Oracles, after 
a tedious irreſolution, he gives 
his Opinion, that this Exhalati- 
on which he believed came out of 
the Earth, was a moſt Divine $pz; 
71t, So he Attributed to the D-- 
vinity, 
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vinity, theſe Motions, and theſe 
extraordinary Lights of the Pr/- 
efteſſes of Apollo, This Divining 
Yaponr (lays he) 7s a moſt Divine 
Breath, and a mouit Holy Spirit, 
Pomponacius, Lucilius, and the Mo- 
dern Athifts, do not conclude it 
in this phraſe of Speech, whicn 
ſuppoſes a Divinity, Theſe Ex- 
halations (fay they) were of the 
nature of thoſe Vapours which 
infeſted the Hypoconariacks, who 
ipake Languages which they un- 
derſtood not. But Fernelius re- 
futes theſe Impious rretches ve- 
ry well, by proving, that the 
Bile, which is a ſmarting humour, 
cannot cauſe this diverſity of Lan- 
guages, which is one of the moſt 
marvellousEffteQs of conſideration, 
and an Artificial Expreſſion of our 
thoughts. Nevertheleſs he has 
decided the point but -imperfeQ- 
ly; when he has ſubſcribed to 
P/ellius, and all thoſe who have 
not 
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not penetrated deep enough in- 
to our holy Phyloſophy. Not 
knowing where to find the cau- 
les of theſe ſo unapprehenſible 
Effects. He has imitated the Wo- 
men and N#xzs, and attributed 
them to the Devil. To what then 
muſt they be attributed, ({aid I 
to him) for 1 have been long 
expeCing this Cabaliſtique ſe- 
CTCt. 

Platarch alſo has very well ob- 
ſerved (faid he tome) and he had 
done well, if he had ſtopped there. 
This irregular manner of explain- 
ing it ſelf by an indecent Organ, 
not being grave enough, nor be- 
fitting the Majeſty of the Gods 
(aid- this Pagan) and that which 
the Oracles did ſay, ſurpaſſing al-

I) anſwer to that, That the De-

Count) the Nonſenſical Imagina- 


tions of your Authors. Pr ay, 
comprehend once for all, that the 
Sylphes, ſeeing themſelves taken 
for Devils, when they appear in 
Human Shape, to diminith this 


Averſion, which is had againſt 


them, take the Shapes of thcſe 
Beaſts; and ſo addreſs themſelves 
to the wanton Frailty of Womer:; 
who are affrighted at a Lovely 
S$y/phide, but not at a Dog, or 
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Muvkey.. 1 could tell you many- 
Talesof your little bologniar Dogs, 
and certain -pretty Ladyes 1n the 
World: : But I have a ErCASer 
Secret to teach you. _ | 
Know, my Son, that many a 
one thinks himſelf the: Son ' of 'a 
Man, Who 1s the Son of a Syphe. 
Another thinks, that he is in Bed 
with his wife ; and without ever 
knowing it, he Immortalized a 
Sylphe. This Woman {uppoſles, 
that ſhe is Embracing her Hu/- 
baud; and ſhe is Hugging be- 
ewixt her Arms, a Salamander : 
And that 6:r/e durſt fear when 
the a:vakes, that ſhe is a Yirgin; 
that has had in her Sleep, an 
Honour thar ſhe little dreamt on. 
So the Dewrl, and the Jemorantsy 
are equally abuſed. 
Well, aid 1) But could not- 
the Devil awaken that ſleeping 
Maid, to hinder this S4/a72anaer 
from becoming Immortal? He 
: could 
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could doit, *(replyed the Count) 
if the Sa es did not take an' or- 
der for that: Bur'we teach all - 
theſe: People, 'the' way : to ibind 
the Devi/s, and to 'make Oppo- 
fition to their fubtil Endeavours, 
Did I not tell you, the other day, 
That the -$Sy/phes, ' and the other 
Lords: of the Elements, were ve- 
ry Happy, when we ſhewed them 
the Cubal ?” Were it not -for us, 
the Devil, their great Enemy, 
would ſorely difquiet them ; and 
they would be hard put to it, to 
Immortaiize themſelves, without 
the Maids knowing it. , | 
Tcannot (replyed I) ſufficient- 
ly admire the profound Iznorance 
we live in: We always believed, 
that the Powers of the Air, do 
often aſſiſt Lovers, in attaining 
what they delired: And it ſeems, 
the thing is clearly otherwiſe; For 
' the Powers of the Air, have need 
of the Aſſiſtance of Men, to ſerve 
them 
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them- in their Amours.-- *Tis juſt 
as you ſay, my Son, ( purſued 
the Count) The Sages give Suc- 
cour to theſe poor People: with- 
out them, Alas, too unhappy, and 
too feeble, to relift the Dew: 
For, when a $Sy/phe has learnt of 
us, to pronounce Cabaliſtickly 
the powerful Name of N E H- 
MHAHMIHAH; and to joyne 
in form, with the moſt delicious. 
Name ELI1A4EL, all the Powers 
of Darkneſs, take their Fhghr ; 
and the Sy{phe enjoyes peacably, 
that which he Loves. 

So was that ingenious Sy/phe 
immortalized, who took upon 
him the ſhape of the Lover of a 
Lady of Sevil ; The Hiſtory is 
well enough known. The Young 
Spaniſh Lady was faire ; but as 
Cruel, as Fair. A Caſt: lian Gentle- 
man, who loved her to no pur- 
pole, took a Reſolution one morn- 


ng, to leave her, without ſpeak- 
ing

ing to her; and to Travel,. till 
ſuch time as he ſhould be cured 
of his unprofitable - paſſion. A 
Sy/phe finding this Fazre one: to his 
lIikeing, thought 1t his beſt courſe, 
to lay hoid on this opportunity ;

that, which one of our Sages had 
taught him,to defend himſelfwith, 
againſt the Stratagems, which the 
Devil, envious of his good for- 
tune, might contrive for the diſap- 
pointing him. He goes to lee the 
Gentlewoman taking the ſhape 
of her abſent Lover. . He com- 
plaines, ſighs, - and 1s repulſed : 
He preſles, he Sollicites, he per- 
ſeveres. After many Months, he 
works upon her, makes himſelf 
beloved ; he perſwades ; andin 
ſhort, is happy. There was. born 
from their Loves, a Son, whoſe 
Birth was kept ſecret ; and the 
Addreſle of this Aeryal Lover, 
managed privately, from the 
| knowledge 
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knowledge of her Parents. The 


Love continues ; and ſhe is bleſ- 
{ed with a ſecond Great Belly. 
In the mean time, the Gentle- 


man cured by Abſence, comes 
| back, to Sev; and impatient 


to ſee his inhumane- Miſtreſle a- 
gain, makes all the haſt he could 
to tell her; That at laſt, he 1s in 
a condition of Diſpleafing her no 
more ; and that he is come to 
declare to her, that he had done 
Eoving her. 

Imagine, if you pleaſe, the A- 
ftoniſhment of this young Wo- 


man : Her Tears, her Reproaches, 


and their Surprizing - Dialogue : 
She affirmes, that ſhe has made 
him happy :. Which. he, denys, 
And wou'd have reminded him, 
that their Child was in ſuch a 
place ; that he's the Father of it; 
and that ſhe is'bigg of another, 
whieh-i he is alſo Father of, He 
is 'obſtinate, to down all. She 
TIE; | Throws 
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Throws her ſelf againſt the 
ground, and Teares her Haares : 
The Parents come running 1n at 
her Crys, the deſperate Lover 
continues. her Complaints, and 
Invectives. The Gentleman pro- 
duces Teſtimony, that he had 
been abſent the ſpace of two years. 
The firſt Child 1s ſought for, and 
found ; and the ſecond was born 
in the right Term. + 

- And what part plaid the Airy- 


Lover, (interrupted 1) all this 


while? I ſee well enough, (an- 


fwered the. Count) that you are. 
diſpleaſed, that he ſhould forlake 


his Miſtreſſe, leaving her-to the 


Rigour of her Parents, and to. 
the Fury of- the Inquiſitors,- But 


he had reaſon to complain of her : 
She 'was not devout.enough ; for 
when: theſe Gentlemen wmorta- 


lize themſelves, they work ſerioul- 
ly, and live very holily ;That they 


looſe. not the- Right, which: they 


CAnlc. 
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came- to acquire of Soveraign 
g00d: So they would have the 
| perſon, to whom they are al 
lied, live with exemplary 1inno- 

| cence :; as may be ſeen, in that Fa- 
mous Adventure of 4 Young Lora 
of Bavaria, 
He was not to be comforted 

for the Death of his Wife, whom 
he loved paſſionatly ; A Sy/phide 
was adviſed by one of our Sages, 
to take upon her the ſhape of 
this Woman : She was perſwa- 
ded to it, and preſents her ſelf 
to the afflited young Man, fay- 
ing : That God had raiſed her 
trom the dead again, to comfort. 
him in his extream AMiCtion. 
They live together many years, 
and had many Lovely Children 
together : But the young Man 
was not ſo honeſt, as he ſhould 
be, to retain his diſcreet Sy/phide. 
He ſwore, and ſpoke lewd un- 
civil Words : She reproved him 
| fome- 
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ſometimes. But ſeeing that her 
Cautions were unprofitable, ſhe 


vaniihed one day from him, and | 
lett him nething but her Cloaths, | 
and the Repentance of his not 
having followed her Holy Coun 
cels. Thus you: ſee {my Son) | 
that the- $y/phes. have ſometimes | 
reaſon to vaniſh away: And you | 


ſee, that the Devil cannot hin- 
der, any. more than your Capri 
cious DoCtors, the People of the 
Elements, that they ſhould not la- 
| bour, with ſucceſs, to their immor- 
tality, wheno-they are aſſiſted by 
lome-of our Sages. 

But, in-good earneſt, Sir; (faid 
I) Are you perſwaded, that. the 
Devi 1s fo great an Enemy, - to 
theſe Suborners of Pretty Maidens? 
A mortal Enemy, (ſaid the Court) 
eſpecially to Sylphes, Nymphs, 
and Salamanders, But, as for the 


Gzomes or Pharyes, he does not hate 


them ſo much, becauſe they, as 1 
believe, 
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believe, you have heard fay, af- 
frighted by the Terrible diftraCti- 
on, which the Dew/'s make in 
the Center of the Earth, chooſe 


rather to live Mortals, than run 
| the-Riſque of being ſo Tormented, 
| if they ſhould acquire Immorta- 


lity. Hence it comes. to pals, 


| that the Gomes, and the Devils 


their Neighbours, have a very 
great Commerce. They per- 
{wade theſe Gnomes, who are .na- 
turally great Friends of Man, that 
It is to do him great ſervice, 
and to deliver him from great 
perril, in obliging him to Te- 
nounce this Immortality. By 
this, they ingage them to furniſh 
him, whom they can per{ſwade to 
this Renunciation, with all the 
mony which he ſhall demand ; 


| To prevent the dangers, which 
| might threaten his hte, during a 
| certain time, or {ſome ſuch orher 


Condition, as ſhall beſt pleaſe 
the 
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the Man or Woman, with whom 
they make this unhappy Com- 


pact. So the Devil, wicked as | 
he is, by his Treaty with this | 
Gnome, makes the Soul of a man | 


become Mortal, and deprives 
it of the right of Eternal 
Life. 

How Sir! (cryed D Theſe com- 
paQts, in your opinion, of which 
the Demonographes relate ſo ma- 
ny examples, are they not with 
the Devil? No ſurely (continued 


the Conrt) has not the Prince of 


the World, been chaſed out of it ? 
Is he not {hut up? Is he not 
bound.? Is he not curſed and 
damned from off the earth, and 
Throne down to remain at the 
bottom of the work of the S$u- 
preme Architect ; can he mount 
up into the Region of Light, and 
there make his concentred Dark- 


neſs reſplendant ? No, He can 


do nothing againſt man. He can 
S1, only 
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only inſpire the Gomes, who are 
his Neighbours, to make theſe 


| propoſitions to ſuch men whom 
| he moſt fears may be {aved, to 
| the end that their Soul may die 


with their Body. F, 
Thendo you believe, (added 
that the Souls dye? They dye, 
My Child (anſwered he). And 
thoſe who make theſe compacts 
(purſued 1) are not they damned? 
They cannot be (ſaid he) for their 
Soul dies with their body. They 
are quitced then at an eaſie rate 
(continued I) and are but ſlightly 
puniſhed for having committed fo 
Enormous a Crime, as renouncing 


their Baptiſme,- and the death of 


Chriſt. 

Do you eſteem 1t (replyed the 
Count) a flight puniſhment to Te- 
enter into the Black Abyls of 
Nothing? Know that it 1s a far 


| greater pain, than to be damned : 


tor there is {fill a remainder of 
Mercy, 
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Mercy, 1n the Juſtice which God 
exerciſes againſt finners in Hell. 
Since 1t 1s a great favour not to 
conſume them in the Fire which 
burns them. To be Nothing, is 
a greater Miſery, than to be in 
Hell : This is the DoQrine, which 
the Sages Preach to the Gnomes, 
when they call them together, 
_ to make them underſtand, what 

an Injury they do themſelves, to 
prefer Death before Immortality ; 
. and Nothing, before the Hope of 
Eternal Happyneſs; which they 
juitly might lay claim to, if they 
would ally themſelves with men, 
and not Solicite theſe Criminal 
Renunciations.

Do you preach the Goſpel then 
to thcſe Subteranean people ?

Philoſop hick Charity, 1s extended 


indifferencly to all the Children 
of God. For, as they are now 
ſubtil, and more clear, than com- 
monly the Children of Men; {ſo 
are they more Docible., and more 
capable of Diſcipline, 8 liſten to 
the Divine Truths, with-an At- 
tention and Reſpect which aſto- 
niihes us. 

It muſt needs be a Raviſhing 
Sight, Cfaid I, ſmiling) to fee a 
Roſy-Cruſs, 72 Philoſeph: 27,104 Chair 


preaching to all thele little Gentle- 


Folke. You ſhall have the Plea- _ 
fure of it, my Son, when you 
pleaſe, (ſaid the Coxnt.) And if 
you deſire it, I will aſſemble chem 
this very Evening, and Preach to 
them at Midnight. At Midnight. 
(cryed T!) [ have heard ſay, that 
That is the Hour of their ' Sab- 
vath, At this the Count fell a 

I Laugh- 
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Laughing: You put me in mind 
(laid he) of all the Fooleries, 
which Demonographers relate, con- 
cerning this Buſineſs of their Ima- 
ginary Sabbath, I could with, for 
the rarity of the Conceipt,that you 
would believe them too. 

Alas ! For thoſe Tales of the 
Sabbath, (replyed I) I do not be- 
tieve one of them. You do well, 
my Son, ({aid he) for (once more 
I muſt tell you) the Dew! has 
not the Po er to ſport himſfelt 
{10 with Mankind, nor to treat or 
corteſpond with them ; much- 
leſs, to make himſelf Adored, as 
the 729ziſizors believe. That which 
has given Riſe to this Popular 
Report, 15, That the Sages (as [ 
have been telling you) allembling 
the Inhabitants of the Elrmerts, 
to Preach to them the yſterres 
of the Secret Sciences, and their 
Morality: And as it ordinari- 
ly happens, - that ſome Gnome, 
being 
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being convinced of his groſs Er- 
ror, and apprehending the Hor- 
ror of being reduced to Nothing, 
conſents to his Immortalization : 
Then has he a pritty Maid given 
him, 1s Marryed ; and the Wed- 
ding Celebrated with all the Re- 
joycing, w® ſo great a Conqueſt, 
as has then newly been made, re- 
quires. Theſe are thoſe Revel- 
lings, and Tokens of Joy, which 
Ar iſtotle lays, were heard 1n certain 
Iazds . where nevertheleſs, they 
could not ſee any Body. The 
Great Orphers was the firlt, who 
convocated the Sybterranearn Peo- 
ple: At his firſt Sermon, S4baſts 
the Antienteſt of the Gzomes, was 
Immortalized ; And it was from 
this Sab:ſis, that this Aſſembly 
took its Name ; in which the S4> 
oy addreſſed their Diſcourſes to 

un, ſo long as he Lived: As it 
appears in the Hymys of the Di- 
vine Orpheus. The Ignorant have 
| I 2 Con» 
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confounded theſe Things; and 
taken occaſion to make a thou: 
land Impertinent Stories, and to 
deſcribe an Aſſembly, which we 
convoque not, but to the Glory of 
the Soverazs 72 Being. 

I did never imagine, that this 
Sabbath (ſaid I to im) bad been 
an Aflembly for Devotion : Yet 
it 1s (continued he) a moſt Holy, 
and moſt Cabal:/?ick one: Which 
the World will not ealily be per- 
{waded to. But ſuch is the Deplo- 
rable Blindneſs of this unjuſt Age, 
that Men {ſtill do beſot themſelves 
with a vulgar Report, & will 
not ſuffer themſelves to be unde- 
ceived. The$47:s havea fine time of 
it that the Sors are believed before 
them. A Philoſopher would havea 
worthy Task,to take a Survey of all 
the abſurd Falfi titles, and C "DYmeras, 
winch have been forged; and to 
g1ve manitelt Proots again(t them. 
For, whatioever Expericnce, Or 
what- 
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Þ, 
whatſoever ſolid Reaſon he might 
imploy, Should thzre but come a 
Man in a Square Cap, and Write 
underneath, This i Falſe; Expe- 
rience and Demoniration have. 
no more Force : and it 1s no more 
in the Power of Truth, to Re-eſta- 
bliſh 11s Empire: Men will be- 
lieve this Square Cap, before their 
own Eyes. 

The Famous Cabaliſt Zeae- 
chizs, was moved in his Spirit, 
in the Reign of your King Pe- 
#!/, to Convince the World, tnat 
the Elements - are Inhabited by 
all theſe People, whoſe Nature 1 
have been deſcribing to you. Ihe 
Expedient to bring all this about, 
was in this manner ; He adviſed 
the Sy/phs,- to ſhew themſcives 
in the Air to all the World. 
They did it with great Magniht- 
cence: Theſe Creatures appeat- 
ing. inthe Air, in Human Shape ; 
Sometimes ranged in Battle, 

E 3 March: 
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Marching in good Order, or ſtan- 
&d:ng to their Arms, or Encamped 
under moſt Majeſtick Pavillions: 
Ar other times, on Airy Ships of 
an Admirable Structure, whole 
Flying Navy was toſt about at 
the Will of the Zephirus's. Well, 
and what was the Ifue of all this? 
Po yon think, that this Ignorant 
Age fell into a Conluitation, ar 
bout the Nature of thele Marvel- 
Bus SpeCtacles ? The People pre- 
Hently believed, that they were 
gorcerers, Who had gotten a Pow- 
er in the Air, there to exercile 
their Conjurations, and to make 
it Hail upon their Corn-Fields, 
The Learned Men, the Divines, 
and the Lawyers, were preſently of 
the ſame Opinion with the Rab- 
ble. The Emperors alfo believed ; 
and this Ridiculous Chymeara got 
{uch Credit amongſt All, that the 
Wile Charlemaize, and after him | 
Lewis the Deboniire inflited grie- | 
VOUS 


of Gabalis. 175 
vous Torments on all thoſe pre- 
tended Tyrants of the Air. See 
this in the Firſt Chipter of the Ca- 
pritnlaries of theſe two Emperors. 
The $y/phs, {:eing the People, 
the Pedants, and the Crowned 


Heads alſo, thus taking up Arms 


againſt them, reſolved to make 
them loſe this Evil Opinion, which 
they had of their Innocent Fleet ; 
and to manifeſt themſelves whol- 
ly and clearly to Men 1n all Pla- 
ces; to let them ſee their Beau- 
tiful Wives, their Common- 
Wealth, and their Government ; 
and then to come down into the 
Earth, in divers Parts of the 
World. They did, as they had 
projected ; and the People who 
ſaw theſe Men deſcend, remove 
thither from all Places, already 
poſſeſſed with an Opinion, that 
they were Sorcerers, who had left 
their Companions, to throw Poy- 
ſon upon their Fruits, and into 
I 4 their 
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their Wells: Being tranſported 
with the Fury which Inſpired 
them with ſuch Imaginations, 
they dragged theſe 12#0certs to 
Puniſhment. It is incredible, 
what a great Number of them 
were made to {ufer by Fire, and 
W ater, over all this Kingdom, 

It chanced one Day amongtt 0 
thers, that at T.y0ns, there was 
ſcen to deſcend irom one of theſe 
Airy —_— Three Men, and a 
Woman: Alt the City gathered 
£08 <ther about them; crying that 
they are Maglcians, and that Gri- 
woaldnus, the Duke of Beanrwvent, the 
Enemy 'of Charlemaine, ſent them 
to deſtroy the: Karveſt of the 
French, The Four Inmocents ſaid 
what they could, for their Juſtt- 
fication ; that they were of that 
Country; that they had but a 
lictie while ſince, been carryed 
_ up into the Air by Miraculous 
Men, who had cauſed them to ſee 
un- 
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unheard-of- Wonders; and had 
intreated them to give a Relation 
of them. The inraged People 
wou:d not hear their Defence, 
but went about to Burn them :; 
when it happened, that the good 
Man, 420bard, afterwards Biſhop 
of Lyons, who was a Monk 1n this 
City, and having acquired a great 
Authority amongſt them, paſſing 
by, came to appeaſe the Tumult: 
And after hearing the Peoples Ac- 
cuſation, and the Defence of the 
Acculed, gravely declared, that 
both one, and the other were 
talle: That theſe People had nor 
deſcended down out of the Air : 
and that, what the others affirm- 

ed to have ſeen, was impoſhible. 
The People believinz more 
what their good Father Azobard, 
had ſaid, than their own Eyes, 
were Appeaſed, ſet at Liberty the 
Four Ambaſſadors -of the $y/phs, 
and received: with - Admiration, 
I 5 the

| the Book which 420bard writ, for 


Confirmation. of the Sentence, 
which he had given: So the Te- 
{timony of the Four Witneſles, 
became invalid. 

In the mean time, they having 
elcaped the Puniſhment, were 
at Liberty to relate what they 
had ſcen; the which was not al- 
rogether without Fruit : For, if 
you well remember, that Age of 
Charlemaine was very fruittul in 
Heroick Men: For 1t may be con- 
jectured, that the woman, who 
had been amongſt the Sylphs, 
found Belief amongſt the Ladies 
of that Time. So that, by the 
Grace of God, many Sy{phes were 
Immortalized:: Many $71phides 
allo became Immortal, by the 
Relation which theſe Three Men 
gave of their Beauty ; - which 
thing induced the Peopie of thoſe 
Times, to apply themſelves. to 
philoſophy, more than before. And 
hence 
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hence proceeded all thoſe Stories 
of Fees, or Farries, which you find 
in the Amorous Legends of that 
Age of Uharlemain?, and his Court, 
All thoſe pretended Fees, were 
Sylphides and Nymphs. Have you 
read thele Stories of Heroes and 
Fees ? Nb, Sir, ({aid I to him.) 

I am ſorry for it (continued 
he) for they would have given 
you ſome - 1dea of the State, to 
which the  $22es have reſolved 
one day to reduce the World. 
Thoſe Heroick men, thoſe amours 
of the N:#2ph:, thoſe journies to 
the Terreſtial Paradice, thole 1n- 
chanted Pallaces and Groves, and 
andallthoſe charming adventures 
which there we read of, are but 
alittle 14-4 of the life which the 
Szees lead, and of what the World 
ſhall be, when they {hall make 
Wiſdom raizgn therein. None- 
ſhall be ſeen there but Heroes ; 
the meaneſt of our Children, {hall 
have - 
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have the force of Zoroafter, Apot- 
lains, or 4elchiſedeck, and the 
oreateſt part of them, ſhall be 
accompliſhed as rhe Children 
which 44a had had by Eve ut he 
had not ſinned with her. 
Did you not tell me Sir (in- 
terrupted T) that God would not 
that 4412 and Eve ſhould have had 
Cliiidren : that 44am ſhould onl 
have meddled with the Sy/phizes, 
and that Eve ſhould not ſo much 
as think on any but the S/phs, or 
the Sa/amranders ? *Tis true (faid the 
Count) they ought not to have 
oot Children, by that way which 
they did.

And Aver- 
roes after Ar:ſivtle has held two 
things, which it would be well 
that I ſhould clear. The one is 
of the nature of the uncerſtand- 
| ing, &the other is of the Soverergy 
Good. He ſays, that rhere 1s but 
one tole Underſtanding Created, 
which 1s the Image of the Uncre- 
ated, and that this only Under- 
ſtanding ſuffices for all men : This 
requires explanation. And con- 
cerning the Soveraign good, 4- 
verroes ſays, that it conlifts in the 
eonverlation of Angels ; which is 
not Cabali#ick enwvgh, . For Man 
during this life. may, and is Cre- 
ated to enjoy God, as you will 
ere long perceive; and as you will 
make tryal -of, when you ſhall 
be in the Rank of the Sages. 
So ended. the Diſcourſe with 
_ the Count of Gabalis, He came
